PUBLIC  HEARING  -  Municipal  Railway  Fares. 

President  McCrea  stated  that  during  the  Muni  fare  hearings 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  March,  the  Board  passed  a 
motion  requesting  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  submit 
the  then  existing  fare  schedule  for  consideration  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  by  June  5,  1980,  along  with  any  other  fare 
schedules  the  Commission  deemed  appropriate.     This  public 
hearing  is  being  held  in  response  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
request. 

Mr.  Peter  Finnegan,  Board  of  Governors  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  said  that  the  District  serves  a 
student  population  of  85,000  students,  40%  of  whom  use  Muni. 
38%  have  an  income  of  under  $5,000,  including  the  income  of 
spouses.     Raising  the  fare  to  50 has  created  an  economic 
impediment  for  many  students.     He  suggested  including  Community 
College  students  in  the  same  category  as  high  school  students 
thereby  allowing  them  to  pay  a  five  cent  fare.     The  District 
would  identify  low  income,  full  time  students. 


President  McCrea  suggested  that  the  Community  College  District 
subsidize  a  lower  fare  from  its  budget. 
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Mr.  Sklar  suggested  that  the  District  sell  Fast  Passes  (valued 
at  $16)   for  $11  and  obtain  the  additional  $5  from  another 
source. 

Mr.  Finnegan  said  that  subsidizing  transit  would  have  to  be 
discussed  with  the  State,  which  provides  80%  of  the  District's 
budget. 

Mr.  Sal  Rosselli,  student  representative  to  the  Community 
College  Board,  stated  that  the  mean  age  of  students  is  28  years 
old.     Most  are  independent  of  outside  support,  except  for 
Federal  and  State  financial  aid  programs.     He  urged  adoption 
of  a  special  discount  fare  for  Community  College  District 
students. 

Ms.  Patricia  Wilson,  a  parent  and  a  full  time  student  at  the 
skill  center  and  receiving  AFDC,  said  she  could  not  afford 
$1.00  a  day  to  go  to  school  and  also  pay  for  her  children  to 
take  the  bus  to  school.     Some  days  she  misses  school  as  she  has 
been  unable  to  purchase  a  Fast  Pass  because  she  doesn't  have 
the  $16  to  spend  at  the  first  of  the  month. 

Mr.  Maurice  Klebot,  President  of  CAPTRANS,  expressed  concern 
about  implementing  the  day  pass. 

End  of  public  hearing. 

Mr.  McMorris  M.  Dow,  Utilities  General  Counsel,  stated  that  the 
25<:  fare  schedule  would  result  in  an  annual  decrease  in 
revenue  of  $11,400,000,  which  should  be  inserted  in  the 
proposed  resolution. 


Commissioner  Sanger  moved  and  Commissioner  Flynn  seconded 
adoption  of  the  25<:  fare  schedule  and  approval  of  the  proposed 
letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  was  unanimously 
approved . 

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  to  resubmit  Schedule  C   (adopted  by 
the  Commission  March  13,  1980),  continuing  the  base  fare  at 
50<:  and  increasing  the  discount  fare  to  10<:.     The  motion  died 
for  a  lack  of  a  second.

COMMUNICATIONS 

President  McCrea  directed  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Police 
Commission  and  the  Streets  and  Transportation  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  stating  that  this  Commission  intends  to 
take  a  position  regarding  the  proposed  jitney  service  and 
requesting  that  they  defer  action  until  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  has  acted. 

Regarding  the  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  questioning 
expenditures  for  fuels  and  lubrications,  Mr.  Sklar  stated 
that  Mr.  Leo  Jed,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Bureau  of 
Financial  Management,  would  reply  with  copies  to  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Sklar  said  that  Mr.  Peter  Straus,  Acting  Director  of 
Planning,  would  reply  to  Supervisor  Kopp's  inquiry  regarding 
discontinuing  through  service  on  the  L-Muni  Metro  line  in 
Phase  II,  A. 

President  McCrea  stated  that  a  legal  opinion  is  being  requested 
before  the  Commission  acts  on  requests  made  by  Mr.  Irwin  Leff, 
attorney,  on  behalf  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union  and  Super- 
visory Employees  Association,  Muni.     He  directed  that  Mr.  Leff 
be  so  informed. 

***** 
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Item  No.  10  —  Discussion  of  proposed  extension  of  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area  to  include  watershed  property. 

Mr.  Sklar  said  that  a  bill  to  extend  the  GGNRA,  HR-3,  has 
passed  the  House  of  Representatives.     The  intention  of  the  bill 
is  to  incorporate  the  existing  agreements  between  the  Public 
Utilities  Comtission,  Secretary  of  Interior,  San  Mateo  County, 
and  State  of  California  into  this  Act  so  that  future  parties 
cannot  abrogate  the  agreements  without  approval  of  Congress. 
He  said  that  Congressman  Philip  BUrton  read  into  the 
Congressional  record  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  nothing 
in  this  Act  is  intended    to  in  any  way  diminish  the  total  and 
absolute  power  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  to  manage 
its  land. 

President  McCrea  requested  a  copy  of  this  legislation  and  the 
enabling  legislation  for  the  GGNRA.     He  directed  that  this 
matter  be  continued  to  the  next  meeting  and  that  Supervisor 
Kopp  be  notified  that  the  Commission  intends  to  act  before 
this  is  heard  in  the  Senate. 

***** 

Item  No.  12  —  Start-up  of  Muni  Metro,  Phase  II,  A. 

Mr.  Farrel  Schell,  Program  Director,  Muni  Metro  Task  Force, 
recommended  starting  Muni  Metro  Phase  II,  A,  running  the  K-Line 
in  the  subway,  on  June  11,  1980. 

Mr.  Robert  Lamey,  Muni  Metro  Coordinator  for  the  Fire 
Department,  stated  that  the  communications  system  will  have 
to  be  in  operation  and  tested  before  the  Fire  Department  can 
approve  Phase  II,  A. 

Mr.  JoeBalanesi,,  representing  the  Parkside  District  Improvement 
Club,  requested  that  the  Commission  deny  approval  to  commence 
Phase  II  of  Muni  Metro  until  all  safety  matters  are  completed 
and  that  the  riders  of  the  L-Line  receive  adequate  notice  of 
the  changes  and  are  given  an  opportunity  for  input. 

Mr.  Sklar  stated  that  a  neighborhood  meeting  has  been  set  for 
May  30,  1980.     President  McCrea  agreed  to  have  another  public 
meeting  March,  1981  to  discuss  service  and  the  status  of  the 
system. 

Commissioner  Sanger  expressed  concern  about  provisions  for 
passengers  at  West  Portal  regarding  shelters,  stops,  and  traffic 
barriers.     He  requested  intersection  plans  for  West  Portal  and 
St.  Francis  Circle. 

President  McCrea  continued  this  matter  until  Wednesday, 
June  4,  19  80.

Resolution  No. 80-0225  —  Awarding  Contract  No.  WD-1788. 

Mr.  Donald  Casper,  Attorney  for  Pacific  Pavement,  the  apparent 
second  lowest  bidder,  protested  the  proposed  award  of  this 
contract  to  Frank  H.  Mock   (a  minority  contractor)  on  the  grounds 
of  non  compliance  with  this  Commission's  affirmative  action 
program.     (A  written  protest  from  Mr.  Casper  had  previously 
been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  is  on  file.) 

Mr.  McMorris  Dow,  Utilities  General  Counsel,  stated  that  he 
was  satisfied  that  Mr.  Mock  had  complied  with  the  bidding 
requirements  of  the  contract.

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  how  much  of  the  $737,000  contract  to 
date  had  been  paid  to  the  Arthur  Andersen  &  Co.    Mr.  Jed 
replied  that  approximately  $670,000  to  $690,000  has  been 
invoiced  and  paid.     Commissioner  Flynn  asked  if  the  residual 
amount  would  be  used  to  accommodate  this  work  or  other  work 
not  yet  completed.     Mr.  Jed  said  the  residual  amount  would  be 
used  for  this  work.     Commissioner  Flynn  asked  if  the  UMTA/TDA 
funds  for  this  modification  are  additional  funds  or  will  this 
dilute  the  TDA  funds  already  available.     Mr.  Jed  said  that 
some  of  the  money  is  already  in-house  in  a  TDA  grant 
specifically  for  this  purpose  and  there  is  an  outstanding 
request  on  which  we  expect  UMTA  to  act  any  day  for  the  TIMS 
project. 

Commissioner  Flynn  requested  the  resolutions  and  the  scope  of 
the  work  adopted  by  this  Commission  in  June  and  November,  19  79 
modifying  this  contract.     He  asked  if  payment  had  been  made  for 
the  budget  work  out  of  the  $737,000.     Mr.  Jed  replied  that  the 
budget  work  for  design  and  beginning  implementation  part  of 
the  budget  module  of  the  accounting  system  has  been  paid. 

Commissioner  Flynn  questioned  the  clause  in  the  resolution 
that  states  that  full  encumbrance  accounting  was  notpreviously 
included  in  this  contract.     Mr.  Jed  replied  that  a  decision 
had  been  made  previously  to  rely  on  the  Controller's  records. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  regarding  a  proposed  rate  adjustment 
for  the  cost  of  the  work,  Mr.  Jed  stated  that  Muni  and  the 
Data.  Processing  Center  had  been  given  responsibility  for 
portions  of  the  work  that  was  to  interface  with  the  contractor's 
services.     The  staff  did  not  develop  their  part.     The  work 
that  was  done  was  not  compatible  and  this  meant  that  the 
contractor  had  to  redesign  part  of  the  system. 
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On  motion  of  Commissioner  Sanger >  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Scott,  Resolution  No.   80-0227  was  adopted.     Commissioner  McCrea 
voted  aye.     Commissioners  Flynn  and  Henning  voted  no.

Several  work  items  continue  to  slip,  but  we  are  cleared  for  opening  the 
K-Line  on  June  11th.    The  service  through  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  will  be  pro- 
vided on  4  minute  headways  during  the  peak  period.    The  next  step  is  t,o 
finish  Phase  II  by  extending  the  K-Line  to  the  Metro  Center.    This  is 
scheduled  for  September. 


A  determination  of  what  is  needed  to  begin  Phase  II-B  must  be  made. 
Several  alternatives  are  being  considered,  and  will  be  discussed  soon. 


1.  Contracts 


All  UTDC  contractual  commitments  have  been  fulfilled;  an 
evaluation  of  their  work,  status  of  implementation  program, 
and  analysis  of  the  proposal  to  perform  additional  work 
will  be  presented  by  the  Metro  Project  Manager  for 
Operations  to  the  PUC  General  Manager  in  July. 
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2. 


Accounti'  ng 


To  date,  we  have  not  received  detailed  accounting  reports. 
The  status  of  accounts  is  still  unknown. 

3.  Vehi  cles 

We  have  accepted  97  of  the  100  LRVs  shipped.  Boeing-Vertol 
is  continuing  the  service  bulletin  modifications  which  should 
be  completed  in  approximately  5  months. 

4.  Signal  System 

Testing  of  the  signal  system  (to  just  past  Forest  Hill  Station) 
has  been  completed.  It  is  ready  for  service  in  interim  status. 
Testing  of  the  DS&RC  system  is  still  being  done. 

The  signal  system  is  ready  for  the  June  11th  opening  of  the 
K-Line.  Route  control  functions  are  being  provided  without 
major  problems. 


5.  Fare  Collection 

Duncan  and  Muni  maintenance  continue  to  keep  the  downtown 
stations  in  satisfactory  condition.    Until  we  receive  spare 
parts  for  the  fare  gates,  we  continue  "borrowing"  parts 
from  other  installed  (spare)  gates. 

The  new  Station  Agents  have  been  trained,  and  fare  collection 
gates  are  ready  for  the  June  Uth  opening. 

6.  Emergency  Ventilation 

We  are  still  awaiting  the  City  Attorney's  action  (waiting  four 
months!)    on  the  ventilation  study  contract  by  BART's  consultant. 
This  study  will  cover  all  fans  with  the  exception  of  those 
located  at  Waller  Street  and  Van  Ness. 

7.  Radios 

The  FCC  license  has  been  issued  for  the  radio  system.  There 
are  still  problems  with  the  LRV  radio  system  which  must  be 
corrected.    TIP  (UEB)  is  working  on  this  problem,  but  there 
must  be  an  immediate  plan  for  resolution. 

8.  Elevators  &  Escalators 

The  elevator  and  escalator  inspection  services  contract  is 
still  being  delayed  (10  months).    To  date,  we  still  have 
funds  for  this  contract. 
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9.    Training  (Operations) 

Operators  have  been  trained  and  certified  for  the  new  K-Line 
service.    Additional  operators  will  be  needed  for  both  the  K 
and  N-Lines,  therefore  training  and  certification  of  operators 
will  continue  to  be  an  ongoing  process  and  should  receive 
emphasis . 

10.  Schedule 

Most  items  scheduled  to  be  completed  for  the  June  11th  opening 
have  been  completed.    However,  most  areas  of  schedule  compliance 
continue  to  slip. 

11 .  Simulated  Service  (Phase  II) 

Simulated  service  exercises  for  K-Line  service  (LRVs  from  St. 
Francis  Circle  to  Embarcadero)  have  been  completed.    They  were 
helpful  and  successful.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 


The  storage  level  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  May  amounted  to  25.8  billion  gallons  which  is  86.6% 
of  capacity.     This  is  slightly  above  the  25.5  billion  gallons 
and  85.6%  of  capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  April.     For  the 
suburban  system  as  a  whole  storage  amounted  to  73.2  billion 
gallons  or  94.1%  of  capacity,  compared  to  72.5  billion  gallons 
and  9  3.2%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 

The  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  was  shutdown  on  May  30  for  \ 
lining  repairs  to  be  performed  by  a  Ketch  Hetchy  contractor. 
Flow  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  supply  was  reduced  from  300  MGD  to 
160  MGD  and  will  remain  at  this  level  until  repairs  are 
complete.     It  is  estimated  repairs  will  take  approximately  10 
months  during  which  time  local  storage  will  be  substantially 
reduced. 

Senate  Bill  1826 

State  Senate  Bill  1826  introduced  by  Senator  Wilson  proposes 
to  amend  the  Fish  and  Game  Code  to  permit  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  to  open  any  water  in  the  San  Francisco  Fish  and  Game 
Refuge  to  nonconsumptive  angling.     Nonconsumptive  angling  means 
that  no  fish  may  be  possessed  by  the  angler  and  that  all  fish 
caught  shall  be  quickly  released.     Mr.  Ed  Gerber,  Legislative 
Advocate  for  the  City,  was  contacted  and  made  aware  of  our 
opposition  to  this  Senate  Bill.     The  San  Francisco  Policy  Commit 
tee  met  and  decided  that  the  City  was  in  opposition  to  this  Bill 
Committee  hearings  will  be  conducted  in  early  June  on  this 
matter  and  Mr.  Gerber  is  in  the  process  of  attempting  to  gain 
support  for  the  City's  position. 

Staffing  Problems 

The  Mayor's  Office  has  established  an  unofficial  hiring 
freeze  by  the  holding  of  all  personnel  requisitions.  This 
hiring  freeze  is  beginning  to  have  a  detrimental  effect  on 
operations  v/ithin  several  of  our  Divisions.     The  Commercial

Division  because  of  numerous  retirements  and  resignations  within 
the  clerical  classifications  is  finding  it  difficult  to  continue 
to  provide  quality  service  to  its  customers.     Vacancies  within 
the  VJater  Quality  and  Suburban  Divisions  in  the  Stationary 
Engineer  classifications  require  the  use  of  additional  overtime 
and  the  use  of  inexperienced  temporary  personnel  to  operate  fil- 
tration and  pumping  plants  on  a  24-hour  basis.

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Vandalism  and  Trespassing 

In  the  Peninsula  watershed  vandals  damaged  fences  at  ten 
locations.     Locks  were  stolen  from  four  gates.     Lower  Crystal 
Springs  rowboat  was  damaged  and  sunk.     The  water  service  to 
East  Palo  Alto  4-H  facility  at  Ravenswood  was  damaged.  Fifteen 
"No  Trespasisng  or  Loitering"  signs,  seven  "Fire  Lane"  signs, 
and  the  "Recreation  Trail"  sign  at  the  Larkspur  entrance  to 
Hillcrest  Trail  were  stolen.     Repair  of  damages  caused  by 
vandalism  during  May  was  approximately  $4,200.     A  total  of  201 
trespassers  were  evicted  from  the  watershed  during  the  month. 


In  the  Alameda  watershed  vandals  cut  the  barbed  wire  fencing 
along  Calaveras  Road  at  fourteen  locations,  knocked  down  pickets 
and  badly  damaged  a  wire  gate.     Vandals  opened  the  blowoff  valve 
on  #1  Pipeline,  Newark  Slough  and  pried  boards  loose  on  the 
wooden  cover  to  the  entrance  to  Niles  Aqueduct  at  Brightside 
Weir.     A  number  of  "No  Trespassing"  signs  were  stolen  in  the 
Sheridan  Road  area.     The  cost  of  vandalism  damage  repairs  was 
$566.80.     208  trespassers  were  evicted  from  the  watershed  in  May

Highlights 

On  May  30,  1980,  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.   3  was  taken  out  of  service  for  the 
repair  and  replacement  of  approximately  30  miles  of  the  existing  cement  mortar 
lining  under  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  606. 

On  June  2,  1980  the  contractor,  Hood  Corporation,  started  work  on  the  contract. 
The  work  consists  of  reinforcing  the  existing  cement  mortar  lining  in  the  pipe- 
line invert  with  latex  modified  Portland  cement  mortar  and  of  replacing  sections 
of  the  existing  lining  with  new  cement  mortar  lining. 

It  is  expected  that  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  will  be  returned  to  service  by 
April  1,  1981  and  that  the  contract  will  be  completed  by  June  1,  1981.

Water  Regulation  and  Transmission 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  average 
daily  aqueduct  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  was  reduced  on  May  30, 
1980  from  approximately  300  mgd  to  approximately  155  mgd. 

Power  Production 

Operation  of  all  generating  plants  at  maximum  capacity  continued  in  order  to 
minimize  spill  anticipated  for  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake  Lloyd  reservoirs  this  season. 
During  the  month  of  May,  Moccasin,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouses 
generated  46.140,  59»011  and  106.949  million  kilowatthours ,  for  a  total  of  212.100 
million  kilowatthours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $4,250,000.

Mr.  Kelleher  replied  that  if  this  is 
only  to  change  the  administration,  he  has  no  problem  with  the 
proposal.     If  we  are  getting  into  a  position  where  there  will 
be  pressure  to  open  up  the  entire  watershed  to  recreation,  then 
he  said  he  would  be  concerned.     There  may  be  some  advantage 
in  the  future  for  the  4,000  acre   (recreational  easement)  area 
to  be  under  the  federal  government.     Possibly,  we  could  obtain 
funding  for  a  filtration  plant  to  allow  recreation.     He  felt 
that  recreation  in  the  scenic  easement  would  be  a  mistake  due 
to  uncontrolled  activities,  the  possibility  of  fire,  and  the 
runoff  would  create  turbidity. 
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Commissioner  Sanger  stated  that  he  understood  that  if  the  land 
remains  in  City  ownership  and  is  incorporated  into  the  GGNRA 
that  it  is  legal  for  the  federal  government  to  expend  funds 
for  recreational  purposes  or  to  protect  the  area. 

Ms.  Amy  Meyer,  Co-Chair  for  People  for  the  GGNRA,  read  from 
the  Congressional  Record  the  following:     "***nothing  in  this 
act  be  construed  in  any  way  so  as  to  change  or  limit  the  right 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  Water  Department  to 
operate  and  protect  its  watershed  lands." 

Ms,  Virginia  Fusco,  of  the  Marina  Civic  Improvement  and 
Property  Owners  Association,  spoke  in  opposition  to  including 
watershed  land  into  the  GGNRA  due  to  possible  erosion  of  the 
land  and  contamination  of  the  water  supply. 

Commissioner  Sanger  suggested  communicating  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  HR  3  does  not  directly  pose  any  threat  to 
the  City's  interest  in  the  watershed  lands;  and    advise  them 
that  it  would  probably  augment  or  accelerate  the  pressure 
for  recreational  use  of  the  lands  under  the  recreational 
easement;  also  it  offers  the  opportunity  to  deal  with  some  of 
the  adverse  effects  of  the  financial  impacts  of  recreational 
use. 

Commissioner  Henning  moved  and  Commissioner  Flynn  seconded  a 
motion  to  send  the  aforementioned  letter,  over  the  signature 
of  the  General  Manager.     The  motion  was  adopted.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  level  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  June  amounted  to  23.4  billion  gallons  which  is  78.4% 
of  capacity.     This  is  lov^/er  than  the  25.8  billion  gallons  and 
86.6%  of  capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  May.     For  the  Suburban 
system  as  a  v;hole  storage  amounted  to  68.9  billion  gallons  or 
88.6%  of  capacity,   compared  to  73.2  billion  gallons  and  94.1%  of 
capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month.     The  loss  in  storage  during 
the  month  reflects  the  increased  draft  on  local  storage  to 
compensate  for  restricted  Ketch  Hetchy  import  due  to  shutdov/n 
of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  #3  for  relining  under  Hetch  Ketchy 
Contract  No.  606. 

Senate  Bill  No.  1826 

Senate  Bill  No.   1826  which  provides  for  non-consumptive 
angling  in  the  San  Francisco  Fish  and  Game  Refuge  cleared  the 
Assem.bly  Comraittee  on  Water  in  June  and  v\^ill  be  considered  by 
the  Assembly  Ways  and  Means  Committee  in  the  near  future. 
Through  the  efforts  of  our  State  Representative  the  bill  was 
amended  in  the  Assembly  Committee  on  Water  to  grant  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  the  right  to  either  approve  or  disapprove  of 
non-consumptive  angling  on  the  V^atershed  property.  However, 
the  proponents  of  the  bill,  California  Trout,  are  backing 
another  amendment  that  v/ould  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  provide  for  access  to  the  lands  for  angling  at  some  future 
date.     The  State  and  National  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  on  July  3  passed  a  resolution  in  opposition  to 
the  entire  bill.

Vandalism  and  Trespassing 

On  the  Peninsula  watershed,   fence  daiTiage  by  vandals  occurred 
along  Perimeter  Road,   at  Sneath  Lane,  North  Peak,  South  Peak, 
Saddletown,  Montara  Ridge,  Lower  Crystal  Springs  Vista  Point  and 
Pulgas  Temple.     Locks  v/ere  stolen  from  the  gates  at  Pulgas  Temple 
and  San  Andreas  service  road.     Twenty-three  "No  Trespassing" 
signs  were  stolen  along  Canada  Road,  Permimeter  Road  and  Skyline 
Blvd.     All  of  the  "No  Trespassing"  signs  were  removed  from  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  No.   3  right-of-way  at  Oak  Knoll  and  Fernwood  in 
Redv/ood  City.     Vandals  broke  windows  and  destroyed  several 
packages  of  disaster  survival  equipment  at  San  Andreas  No.  3 
East  Chlorine  Station.     Cost  of  vandalism  repairs  is  estimated  to 
be  $4,075.     143  trespassers  were  evicted  during  the  month.  The 
San  Mateo  Sheriff's  office  on  four  separate  occasions  cleared  dis- 
orderly groups  from  the  Sav/yer  Camp  Road  area  and  from  Lov/er 
Crystal  Springs  Vista  Point. 

In  Alameda  Division,  vandals  cut  or  damaged  fencing  at  the 
entrance  of  Sheep  Camp  off  Highway  680,  along  Sunol-Pleasanton 
Road  and  at  several  locations  along  Calaveras  Road.     The  chain 
was  severed  and  the  padlock  stolen  from  the  bar  gate  at  Bright- 
side  VJeir.     Repair  of  vandalism  damages  amounted  to  $1,372.40. 
267  trespassers  were  evicted  from  the  watershed  in  June. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  control  head  and  microphone  of  a  two- 
way  radio  was  removed  at  night  from  a  parked  Department  truck.

REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

On  May  30,  1980,  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  was  taken  out  of  service  for  the 
repair  and  replacement  of  approximately  30  miles  of  the  existing  cement  mortar 
lining  under  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  606. 

On  June  2,  1980  the  contractor,  Hood  Corporation,  started  work  on  the  contract. 
The  work  consists  of  reinforcing  the  existing  cement  mortar  lining  in  the  pipe- 
line invert  with  latex  modified  Portland  cement  mortar  and  of  replacing  sections 
of  the  existing  lining  with  new  cement  mortar  lining. 

It  is  expected  that  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  will  be  returned  to  service  by 
April  1,  1981  and  that  the  contract  will  be  completed  by  June  1,  1981.

Water  Regulation  and  Transmission 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  average 
daily  aqueduct  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  was  reduced  on  May  30, 
1980  from  approximately  300  mgd  to  approximately  155  mgd. 

Power  Production 

Operation  of  all  generating  plants  at  maximum  capacity  continued  in  order  to 
minimize  spill  anticipated  for  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake  Lloyd  reservoirs  this  season. 
During  the  month  of  May,  Moccasin,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouses 
generated  46.140,  59.011  and  106.949  million  kilowatthours,  for  a  total  of  212.100 
million  kilowatthours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $4,250,000.

( 5 )  Signal  System  .

In  several  instances,  we  have  informed  delinquent  accounts  of  our  intent  to 
forfeit  their  security  deposits  or  surety  bonds,  and  this  leverage  has  proven 
to  be  effective.  !

The  Muni  Activity  Report  for  the  week  ended  July  11,  1980  follows: 

OPERATIONS 

The  front  truck  of  car  #1020  jumped  off  rail  crossing  point  on  switch  at  Church  and 
Duboce,  I.B.  Inbound  J  and  N  line  LRV's  were  blocked  from  5:10  to  5:51  p.m.  LRV's 
were  switched  at  Fillmore. 

July  4  -  extra  service  on  28  and  45  lines  for  fireworks  at  the  Presidio.    We  were 
unable  to  clear  all  intending  passengers  until  12  midnight  because  of  traffic  conges- 
tion. 

July  4,  5,  and  6  -  Polk  Street  closed  between  Washington  and  Post  Streets  for  fair. 
Line  19  rerouted  via  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

July  7  -  power  off  on  feeder  WP  12  from  St.  Francis  Circle  to  West  Portal  from  4:15 
to  4:56  p.m.  because  of  broken  trolley  wires.    All  PCC  and  LRV's  switched  at  West 
Portal  from  4:56  to  5:45  p.m.    Shuttle  coaches  were  used. 

July  8  -  an  O.B.  2-car  K  Line  train  lost  power  in  Van  Ness  Station  at  about  5  p.m. 
Operator  was  directed  to  uncouple  to  determine  if  it  could  operate  independently. 
When  it  again  stalled  a  few  hundred  feet  into  the  terminal,  rear  car  was  directed  to 
attempt  to  pu^the  head  car.     Both  cars  then  stalled  at  5:14  p.m.    After  approximately 
a  half -hour  delay,  some  passengers  disembarked.     Full  report  is  being  prepared.

The  automotive  division  has  installed  a  Telma  Retarder  (to  extend  brake  life)  on  coach 
#3205.    A  new  battery  maintenance  program  has  been  finalized  and  implemented. 


The  electrical  division  has  achieved  a  25%  increase  in  trolley  coach  reliability  and  25% 
increase  in  cable  car  reliability  since  March.    Trolley  coach  availability  has  been 
averaging  87-90%  for  the  past  4  weeks.

Printing  Company,  summarizing  the  proposal  said  that  the  lessee 
would  pay  $2.00  daily,  per  publication  for  each  kiosk.

Commissioner  Sanger  said  that  he  felt  the  mezzanine  level 
was  the  appropriate  place  for  such  activity  and  that  an 
exception  should  not  be  made  which  would  allow  newspapers 
as  the  sole  commercial  occupant  on  the  platform  level. 
The  monetary  provisions  in  the  contract  which  prorate  the 
cost  of  the  kiosks  on  a  per  publication  basis  rather  than 
on  the  number  of  newspapers  sold  would  make  it  unfeasible 
for  other  publications. 

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  to  disapprove  the  proposed 
concession  permit.     Commissioner  Flynn  seconded. 
Commissioners  Sanger  and  Flynn  voted  aye;  Commissioners

The  Metro  operation  is  improving  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  are  experiencing 
delays  due  to  system  failures.    Some  of  the  delays  are  not  cleared  as  quickly 
as  they  could  have  been,  but  these  experiences  are  improving  future  responses. 
(See  my  report  to  Richard  Sklar  dated  July  28,  1980.) 

We  must  continue  to  improve  operator  training  and  discipline.    Other  functions 
of  the  Operations  Department  such  as  Central  Control  and  Street  Supervision 
(Inspectors)  must  continue  to  improve  through  training  and  practice. 

1.    Task  Force 

Phase-out  plans  for  the  Task  Force  include  the  continuation  of 
the  following  major  activities  until  further  notice: 

t  Coordinate  and  monitor  Metro  Start-Up  activities 
and  schedules. 

t  Manage  the  Muni  Schedule  Monitoring  System  (Work 
Schedules) . 

•  Coordinate  and  edit  the  Metro  System  Description 
(formerly  Master  Plan). 

0  Prepare  and  follow-up  Problem  Reports. 

t  Advise  General  Manager  of  Muni  and  of  PUC  regarding 
problem  areas  as  appropriate.    (Prepare  monthly 
and  special  reports.) 

t  Conduct  Metro  Planning  Committee  Meetings  (2nd  and 
4th  Wednesdays). 

The  Task  Force  budget  is  about  65%  expended,  therefore  funds 
are  available  for  the  continuation  of  these  essential  functions 
for  several  months. 

(John  O'Neill  will  be  Acting  Director  starting  August  8,  1980, 
and  will  submit  the  August  report.) 


2.  Accounting 

The  Task  Force  has  provided  the  Bureau  of  Finance,  (PUC) 
with  a  list  of  desired  reports.    The  Bureau  will  not  be 
able  to  provide  all  the  requested  data,  but  some  financial 
accounting  data  is  expected  in  August. 

3 .  Vehicles 

The  trend  of  warranty  failures  on  the  LRV  for  June  continued 
to  improve  even  though  K-Line  service  started  on  July,  11. 
The  miles  traveled  between  failures  in  revenue  service  chargeable 
to  the  vehicle  warranty  increased  to  3,207  miles  in  June. 
(2,487  miles  in  May.) 

Boeing  Vertol  has  indicated  we  can  schedule  our  vehicle  mainten- 
ance on  a  mileage  basis  rather  than  on  days.    This  will  enable 
much  better  use  of  maintenance  effort. 

4.  Contracts 

The  UTDC  training  assistance  contract  ($104,000)  is  completed. 
The  products  delivered  are  being  revised  and  restructured  by 
Muni  in  order  to  make  them  useful.    The  contract  requirements 
were  met,  but  the  lesson  plans  were  not  as  complete  as  desired. 
Many  of  the  lesson  plans  will  be  put  into  use  in  the  next  few 
weeks. 

5.  Training 

The  general  sign-up  has  been  completed  in  anticipation  of 
K-Line  extension  to  Balboa  Park.    The  training  goal  is  to 
train  all  Geneva  Division  operators  and  new  transfers  to  operate 
the  LRV  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Inspector  training  has  not  been  programmed.    This  is  still  a 
serious  deficiency. 

The  third  class  of  new  Station  Agents  has  started.    It  will  be 
completed  in  August. 

6.  Rule  Violations 

Increased  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  rule  enforcement  over  the 
past  several  weeks.    The  result  is  disappointing,  partly  because 
of  an  attitude  that  suggests  rule  violations--particularly  signals 
in  the  subway--are  not  important  enough  to  justify  enforcement. 
Safety  is  in  jeopardy.    The  risks  are  severe.    Action  must  be  taken 
to  improve  understanding  of  the  importance  of  rule  adherence.  We 
have  seen  the  warnings,  and  we  must  do  more  to  stop  the  violations. 
Better  disciplinary  action  is  needed.

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7.    Forest  Hill  Station 


UEB  was  planning  to  put  the  drav;ings  for  Forest  Hill  Station 
out  for  bids  in  August.    Muni  has  requested  an  opportunity  to 
let  the  Muni  operations  departments  review  the  plans  and  make 
comments.    This  has  been  requested,  but  not  scheduled.  UEB 
needs  to  offer  better  communication  with  the  user.    The  present 
plans  are  inadequate.    (Unless  we  are  very  careful,  we  will 
end  up  paying  the  consultant  to  do  the  design  work  twice.) 

8.  Schedule 

Present  indications  are  that  a  slip  of  more  than  two  weeks  will 
occur  in  implementation  of  the  Metro  Phase  II-B.    (K-Line  ex- 
tension to  Balboa  Park.) 

The  detailed  definition  of  Phase  III  is  still  in  the  process,  but 
it  is  established  that  the  L-Line  will  be  put  into  service  next, 
probably  resulting  in  2  minute  headways  on  each  line:    K,  L,  and  N. 
It  will  take  at  least  90  days  to  start  the  new  service  after  the 
decision  is  made  to  proceed. 

10.  Security 

Security-related  incidents  have  increased  significantly  over  the 
past  few  weeks.    We  will  start  reporting  these  incidents  on  a 
weekly  basis.    A  disturbing  pattern  is  starting  to  emerge  because 
of  reduced  security  coverage. 

11.  Radio  Communications 

UEB  is  still  reviewing  the  existing  incomplete  radio  system,  and 
will  prepare  a  recommendation  for  the  most  effective  method  of 
providing  the  functions  required  by  the  operations  department. 
This  was  expected  in  July,  now  August. 

12.  Problem  Reports 

The  latest  Problem  Report  Summary  and  Weekly  Status  Report  #82 
is  attached.    Of  the  70  active  problem  reports,  4  are  from  1978, 
and  17  are  from  1979.    More  attention  to  these  items  is  obviously 
needed.

SUBJECT:    RESULTS  OF  JULY  8  SUBWAY  DELAY  INVESTIGATION 


The  actions  and  events  involved  in  the  delays  of  service  in  the  Metro 
subway  in  the  evening  of  July  8  have  been  examined  and  reported  by  the  several 
Muni  departments. 

After  reviewing  records  of  all  investigations,  interviews  and  reports, 
we  have  concluded: 

1.  The  events  of  July  8  were  caused  by  two  consecutive  delays, 
but  all  of  Metro  was  involved  in  the  reactions  to  the  delays. 

2.  The  Muni  departments  (Central  Control,  Station  Operations, 
Operators,  Inspectors,  Training  and  Metro  Shop)  must  take 
immediate  action  to  improve  response  to  future  similar  ; 
situations.    Reports  and  plans  for  improvements  are  being 
prepared  by  the  departments,  but  have  not  been  completed. 

3.  Disciplinary  actions  are  being  taken  where  considered 
appropriate  by  division  supervisors. 

4.  The  newspaper  accounts  were  exaggerated.    We  are  unable 
to  substantiate  any  instances  of  fainting  passengers. 
Passengers  did  become  exasperated  and  abandoned  the  cars, 
but  Station  Operations  supervisors  were  in  the  subway 
escourting  passengers  from  stalled  cars  into  stations. 

The  hard  facts  are: 

WHAT  CAUSED  THE  TROUBLE? 

1.  The  major  cause  of  delay  was  our  failure  to 

get  LRV  1227  out  of  the  subway  when  it  developed 
propulsion  problems. 

2.  The  car  1227  was  not,  in  fact,  scheduled  for 
service  on  July  8.    It  had  been  held  in  the 
shop  for  repair.    It  had  failed  in-service  on 
three  occasions  in  the  preceding  week,  and 
had  not  yet  been  repaired.

The  incident  would  not  have  occurred  if 
1227  had  not  been  put  into  service  for  the 
afternoon  rush.    It  was  clearly  an  error 
by  the  Metro  Shop  that  put  the  car  into 
the  subway. 

3.  Initial  response  by  Central  Control  to 
the  delay  was  not  proper  (at  least  not 
successful),  and  resulted  in  a  longer  delay. 

HOW  DID  MUNI  REACT  TO  THE  INCIDENT? 

1.  The  Muni  reactions  to  what  became  a  45 
minute  delay  were  spotty--some  good, 
but  mostly  bad. 

2.  Judgement  errors  in  getting  1227  out 
of  the  subway  caused  the  delay  to  be 
longer  than  necessary.    Procedures  for 
clearing  such  delays  were  not  followed 
in  all  cases. 

3.  Passengers  on  most  cars  were  not  given 
adequate  information,  and  were  not  cared 
for.    Some  operators  were  indifferent  and 
discourteous . 

4.  The  communications  were  not  satisfactory. 
Procedures  were  not  follov;ed.  Equip- 
ment is  marginal . 

5.  Passengers  in  stations  were  informed,  but 
alternate  service  was  not  provided. 

6.  Station  Operations  supervisors  properly 
escourted  passengers  out  of  stalled  cars 
back  to  stations. 

HAVE  WE  IMPROVED  SINCE  THE  INCIDENT? 

1.  Yes,  in  clearing  delays  we've  improved. 
For  example,  the  same  car,  1227,  was 
in-service  Thursday  afternoon  July  17 
when  it  failed  under  remarkably  similar 
conditions.    The  line  delay  was  only  9 
minutes.    It  failed  minutes  later  again, 
and  the  delay  was  7  minutes.  (Central 
Control  communications  were  clear  and 
effective  during  those  incidents.) 

2.  Also,  car  reliability  is  improved.  For 
example,  Thursday,  July  24,  there  were 
no  delays  over  7  minutes--none.  (Car 
1227  has  been  removed  from  service,  again, 
until  it  has  been  completely  repaired.)

Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  level  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  July  amounted  to  21.5  billion  gallons,  which  is  72.3%  of 
capacity.     This  is  lower  than  the  23.^  billion  gallons  and  78.4% 
of  capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  June.     For  the  suburban  system 
as  a  whole  storage  amounted  to  64.4  billion  gallons  or  82.8%  of 
capacity,  compared  to  68.9  billion  gallons  and  88.6%  of  capacity 
at  the  end  of  last  month. 

Lien  Collections 

A  report  recently  received  from  the  Tax  Collector's  office 
points  up  the  ongoing  value  of  the  lien  collection  system.  In 
addition  to  the  threat  of  imposing  a  lien,  which  has  motivated  a 
great  number  of  customers  to  pay  their  bills,  a  total  of  $79,000 
was  collected  by  the  Tax  Collector  on  the  1979-80  tax  roll.  This 
represents  the  first  annual  collection  figure  since  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  system  in  1979,  and  indicates  the  value  o*f  the 
system  in  the  collection  process.

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Vandalism  and  Trespassing 

On  the  Peninsula  watershed,  fence  damage  by  vandals  occurred 
at  several  locations  on  Canada  Road,  near  Sawyer  Camp  Road,  near 
Saddletown  Gate,  near  Portola  Gate,  on  Montara  Ridge,  on  Sheep- 
shed  Trail,  at  Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.   3  right-of-way,  at  Farm 
Hill  Boulevard,  Redwood  City,  and  on  the  new  watershed  recreation 
trail  near  Larkspur  Drive.     Locks  were  stolen  from  the  gates  at 
Pulgas  Tem.ple,  Lower  Crystal  Springs  Vista  Point,  Jersey  Farm,  and 
North  of  Sawyer  Cam.p  Road.     Gates  were  damaged  at  Scarper  Peak, 
Belmont  Shaft,  Pulgas  Temple  and  Eagle  Hill.     Vandals  kicked  in 
the  door  and  damaged  the  walls  of  the  Caisson  at  the  end  of 
Dumbarton  Bridge.     Gasoline  in  storage  there  for  the  emergency 
generator  v;as  stolen.     Vandalism  of  parked  and  unattended  vefiicles 
continues  in  the  area  of  Sawyer  Camp  Road.     Occupants  of  these 
vehicles  use  Sawyer  Camp  Trail  for  jogging  or  bicycling  purposes. 
The  area  is  near  Lower  Crystal  Springs  Vista  Point,  a  troublesome 
section  to  the  Department.     Eleven  "No  Trespassing"  signs  were 
stolen.     The  cost  of  repair  of  vandalism,  damage  was  approximately 
$4,250.     I9H  trespassers  were  evicted  from  the  watershed  during 
the  month  of  July. 

On  the  Alameda  watershed,  vandals  cut  fencing  near  Calaveras 
Dam  and  at  over  a  dozen  locations  along  Sunol-Pleasanton  Road  and 
Calaveras  Road.     A  section  of  fence  along  Foothill  Road  was  torn 
dov/n  by  a  speeding  vehicle.     The  wire  gate  at  the  entrance  to  San 
Antonio  Reservoir  was  destroyed  by  vandals.     The  chain  and  4  pad- 
locks were  stolen  from  Ranch  Road  gate.     A  number  of  "No  Trespass- 
ing" signs  were  stolen.     Vandalism  repairs  amounted  to  $1,345. 
222  trespassers  were  evicted  from  the  watershed  during  July.

Highlights 

Good  progress  has  been  made  this  month  on  repairs  to  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3. 
A  30  mile  length  of  pipe  from  the  San  Joaquin  river  to  the  east  has  been 
dewatered  and  inspected.    We  now  expect  to  be  able  to  repair  a  longer  amount 
of  existing  lining  than  originally  estimated. 

Using  an  electric  powered  buggy  and  screed  assembly,  the  Contractor,  Hood 
Corporation,  has  applied  a  latex  cement  mortar  lining  to  approximately  20,000 
feet  of  pipe  invert.     Separate  crews  are  removing  mortar  lining  that  can  not 
be  repaired.     The  full  circle  lining  machine  has  not  yet  arrived  on  the  jobsite.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  level  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  August  amounted  to  20.1  billion  gallons,  which  is 
67.3/0  of  capacity.     This  is  lower  than  the  21.6  billion  gallons 
and  72.5^  of  capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  July.     For  the 
Suburban  System  as  a  whole  storage  amounted  to  59.8  billion 
gallons  or  76,97o  of  capacity  compared  to  64.7  billion  gallons 
and  83.2^  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 


The  first  half  of  three  phases  to  improve  the  service  to 
customers  in  the  Marina  District  by  changing  the  pressure  from 
the  University  Mound  and  Sunset  SystemxS  to  the  Lombard  System 
was  completed  this  month.     The  pressure  change  which  affected 
approximately  500  customers  required  close  coordination  between 
personnel  from  the  Claims  Section,  the  Commercial  Division  and 
the  City  Distribution  Division.     A  total  of  20  customers 
experienced  some  difficulty  with  the  pressure  change  when  leaks 
occurred  vjithin  their  property.     In  all  cases  the  customers  had 
not  completed  making  the  necessary  adjustments  to  their  house 
piping  prior  to  the  increase  in  pressure  despite  a  90-day 
notification  of  the  change  by  the  Department.

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Vandalism  and  Trespassing 

On  the  Peninsula  watershed  fence  damage  by  vandals  occurred 
at  Sneath  Lane,  Montara  Ridge,  Edgewood  and  Canada  Roads,  Bunker 
Hill  Drive,   Hallmark  Drive,  Sawyer  Camp  Road,  near  the  entrance 
to  Hlllcrest  Trail,  and  on  the  East  side  of  Highway  35  near  its 
junction  with  Highway  92.     Locks  were  stolen  from  gates  at  the 
end  of  Sneath  Lane  and  North  Peak,  at  Belmont  Pump  Station,  and 
at  Hallmark  Drive.     A  total  of  24  "No  Trespassing"  signs  v;ere 
stolen  along  Sawyer  Camp  Road,  at  Highway  280  Vista  Point  No.  3, 
along  Perimeter  Road,  and  on  Highway  35  between  Crystal  Springs 
Golf  Course  and  Lower  Crystal  Springs  Dam.     Estimated  cost  of 
vandalism  repairs  is  $3,600.     201  trespassers  were  evicted  from 
the  watershed  during  August. 

On  the  Alameda  watershed  vandals  destroyed  a  wooden  gate  at 
the  end  of  Sheridan  Road,  cut  fencing  on  Ranch  Road  and  at  11 
locations  along  Calaveras  Road.     Repair  of  vandalism  damage 
amounted  to  $1,297.     191  trespassers  v;ere  evicted  during  the 
month. 

Deer  season  opened  August  2,  and  poachers  took  an  unusually 
large  number  of  deer  from  Water  Department  property  on  the  open- 
ing weekend.     The  Game  VJardens  can  offer  little  assistance  to  our 
Vjatershed  Keepers  as  they  cover  large  areas  and  are  not  available 
v/hen  needed.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for  Contract  HH-637  -  No.  55 
Sacramento  Electrification  Project,  Overhead  Work.     This  job  is  a  design 
and  construct  contract  for  all  the  overhead  components  of  the  electrification 
of  Muni's  55  line  along  Sacramento,  Clay  and  California  Streets  to  include 
trolley  poles,  contact  wires,  special  work,  etc.     Two  pre-bid  conferences 
were  held  on  August  15  and  29  with  contractors  and  prospective  equipment 
suppliers  to  clarify  and  questions  that  arose  concerning  the  scope  of  the  - 
work  and  the  work  to  be  performed. 

Bid  opening  was  scheduled  for  September  11,  1980,  but  the  bid  period  has 
been  extended  to  October  16  to  clarify  some  issues  raised  concerning  the 
issuance  of  a  negative  declaration  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  CEQA. 

The  electrification  of  the  55  line  will  require  four  other  contracts  besides 
HH-637.     Two  contracts  are  for  the  construction  of  underground  feeder  duct 
banks,  one  contract  for  installation  of  cable  in  the  duct  banks  and  another 
contract  to  add  electrical  switchgear  equipment  in  Fillmore  Substation. 

The  total  cost  for  the  entire  project  is  estimated  to  be  between  $7  and  $8 
million.     These  contracts  will  be  95%  State-funded  and  5%  Hetch  Hetchy-funded
